SUBJECT: PUERTO RICO IN COMMITTEE OF 24 

1 . AS DEPT AWARE, INDIAN AMB JAIPAL APPROACHED AMB 
MCHENRY CONCERNING TACTICAL SITUATION ON PUERTO RICO IN 
COMMITTEE OF 24. HE SHARES OUR CURRENT ESTIMATE THAT 
VOTE ON STRAIGHT DEFERRAL MOTION WOULD VERY LIKELY GO 
AGAINST US. (THIS IS ALSO PRESENT AUSTRALIAN ASSESSMENT.) 

JAIPAL THEREFORE SUGGESTED THAT HE, IN COOPERATION WITH 
TANZANIAN COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN SALIM AND POSSIBLY 
YUGOSLAVIA PUT FORWARD INFORMALLY WITH OTHER COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS A DRAFT RESOLUTION THAT AFTER CITING PRESIDENT'S 
PROCLAMATION, GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT ON PLANS FOR 
REFERENDUM AND YOUNG STATEMENT INDICATING NO US 
OBJECTION TO UN OBSERVATION OF SUCH REFERENDUM IF PUERTO 
RICAN PEOPLE EXTENDED INVITATION, WOULD REQUEST 
RAPPORTEUR TO UPDATE HIS REPORT TO FACILITATE FURTHER 
COMMITTEE CONSIDERATION OF QUESTION. 

2. FOLLOWING CONSULTATIONS WITH DEPT, MCHENRY INFORMED 
JAIPAL THAT WE WOULD STRONGLY PREFER CONSENSUS STATEMENT 
BY C-24 PRESIDENT CONTAINING SUBSTANCE ALONG LINES 

JAIPAL HAD SUGGESTED. PROPOSED TEXT LATER RECEIVED FROM 
JAIPAL (DATAFAXED TO DEPT - IO/MAYNES AUG 29) WAS HEADED 
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"CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT OR RESOLUTION" ALTHOUGH CAST IN 
FORM OF RESOLUTION. IN SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSION WITH JAIPAL 
HE TOLD MCHENRY THAT SALIM APPEARED WILLING TO JOIN WITH 
HIM IN PUTTING FORWARD TEXT TO OTHER C-24 MEMBERS BUT 
THOUGHT IT WOULD BE NECESSARY TO DO SO BY RESOLUTION 
IN ORDER TO REDUCE OBJECTIONS FROM OPPONENTS. 
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3. WE SHOULD CONTINUE TO TRY FOR A CONSENSUS STATEMENT 
BUT SO LONG AS THE SUBSTANCE OF A RESOLUTION REMAINS THE 
SAME IT IS OUR ASSESSMENT THAT TACTICAL APPROACH PROPOSED 
BY IAIPAL IS OUR BEST HOPE FOR SATISFACTORY OUTCOME IN 
C-24. SALIM'S SUPPORT IS ESSENTIAL. A RESOLUTION WHICH 

IS SUBSTANTIVELY ACCEPTABLE PROVIDES NO GREATER BASIS 

FOR FUTURE ADVERSE ACTION BY THE COMMITTEE OR BY THE GA 

THAN A CONSENSUS STATEMENT. WE ALSO BELIEVE THAT 

ADOPTION OF A SIMPLE DEFERRAL MOTION IS MOST PROBABLY 

NOT A REALISTIC POSSIBILITY THIS YEAR, AT LEAST NOT UNLESS 

WE HAVE SHOWN A MORE POSITIVE STANCE FIRST. IF CONSENSUS 

IS BLOCKED BY CUBA AND ITS ALLIES, WE COULD STILL FALL 

BACK TO DEFERRAL MOTION FROM WHAT WOULD THEN BE A STRONGER 

POSITION. 

4. ACTION REQUESTED. WE URGENTLY REQUEST AUTHORIZATION TO 
TELL JAIPAL HE SHOULD PROCEED IN COOPERATION WITH SALIM 

TO SEEK AGREEMENT ON A CONSENSUS BUT IF NECESSARY ON A 
RESOLUTION THAT WOULD BE ADOPTED IF POSSIBLE BY CONSENSUS 
AND WOULD CONTAIN THE SAME SUBSTANCE AS A CONSENSUS 
STATEMENT BY THE CHAIRMAN. WE WILL OF COURSE KEEP IN 
CLOSE TOUCH WITH DEPT ON PRECISE WORDING. WE HAVE ALSO 
BEEN IN TOUCH WITH AUSTRALIANS WHO AGREE WITH THIS 
TACTICAL APPROACH. LEONARD 
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
